During the last three months the companies 
have been making hay while the gas burned 
and private billes have been forced up far be- 
yond a reasonable figure. Although there has 
been no increase in the amount of gas con- 
sumed in many places the bills have 
gone up as much as 500 per cent 
and there is no reason for it 
other than thatthe gas companies propose to 
make up out of their private customers what 
they lose from the city. Scarcely one person 
was found who had not suffered from the un- 
reasonable advance in bills, but there was a 


general complaint that the companies were 
outfor a grab and every gas user was suffer- 


Ag. 

But itis not only in the amount of the bills 
that the gas companies are making up for the 
losses they will so shortly sustain. The 
quality of gas furnished since the bills ad- 
Vanced is worse thanfor a long time, and 
costs the gas company much less than that 
they furnished a few months ago. . This 
saving, in addition to the enormous, 
amounts collected from the consumer above 
what their bills ought tobe will more tnan 
make up forthe loss ofthe city’s contracts. 
The attack has been made principally on the 
November account. Everywhere the com- 

laint is heard that the November 

ii is much larger than it ought 
to be and that there is no 
‘reason forit. People testify that they have 
used no more gas than in previous months, 
but that their bills have jumped from ordinary 
and reasonable amounts to amounts that 
will absolutely force them to stop useing gas 
unless there is a return to the ald 
charges. They are not inclined to give the 
gas companies adonation Decause of the losses 
on the city contractsand the kicking arouna 
the gas office has been something re- 
markabie. Kut the kicks have done 
no good. The usual suave reply is that the 
meter shows how much gas was consumed. 
It is impossible to vet any satisfaction from 
them or a reduction in the amount of the bill. 
The exvianation of the whole thing is that the 
companies are making up for the contracts 
with big bills and bad gas. 

A number of people were seen this morning 
and asked if there had been an unusual in- 
crease in their bill. Scratch a gas- user and 
you would find akicker. Every one com- 
plained and every one inquired the reason. 

QNLY 500 PER CENT. 

One user, who lives in the Western part of 
the city, said: Ine way the gas company has 
treated mé is simply outrageous. There are a 
good many gas jets in my house, but there is 
a lamp in nearly roam, and 
not a member family ever 

ads by anything lamp ligt 
so very little gas is used. My bill used to 
run from $2 to $8, but in September it went up 
$4, in October $4 more and in November $2 
more, so it has gone from §2 to $12, a clean 
500 per cent. There is no reason or justifica- 
tion for it, but I don’t want to say any more 
about those men, because l might use strong 
language.’’ 

Another gentieman said: ‘‘I know alittle 
about the gas business and I want to say that 
any one who has access to the gas company’s 
books can prove that they are collecting 
money to which they are not entitied. Take 
the amount of gas on hand on the ist of the 
month andthe amount manufactured during 
the month, and then take from the accounts the 
amounts charged against the consumers, and 
you will fing that according to those books 
the amount consumed is greater than the 
amount on hand and the amount made during 
the month. What does this mean?\Simply 
that the gas company supplies some gas, some 
air and charges for more of both than it gives 
the consumers.’’ 

THIS ONE DOUBLED. 

W. W. Nall was asked if his bill had gone up 
very suddenly. Well, Ishould say it had, 
Was his reply. It has more than doubied, 
although I did not use any more gas 
laat month than the month bo- 
fore or in November of last 
year. My suspicion was first aroused 
when my wife told me that three different men 
had been there to look at the meter. I 
went to the gas office and com- 
plained, but it did no good. They 
sald it was impossible that 
more than one man could have taken the 
meter because there was only one man in that 
district. That was all I could get out of them | 
and I had notbing to do but pay the bill. I 
would bave ordered the gas turned off, I was 
% mad, but I would have had to buy alot of 
lamps and oil.’’ 

Postmaster William oe said: ‘‘My bill 
has increased considerably. I don’t remem- 
Der how much greater it is now than it was, 
but the increase is a very large per cent. 
ol. D. P. Dyer: I noticed an increase in 
my bill, but I thought it was due to the com- 
ing on of winter and the dark evenings.

J. D. Abeles, President of the Mining Ex- 
change, bad a bill showing that he had usea

nearly doubled up. He had also beard a great 
many others speaking of their bills, and in 
every instance they showed remarkable in- 
creases. 

Joe J. Mullally had an inerese oi 30 per cent 
at his residence add almost 100 per cent at his 
office. Justhow this was bronght about he 
could n t understand, and he was not con- 
vineed thatthe gas had been actually con- 
sumed. 

Ed Rawlings thought it was just about 
as near robbery as they could get. His bill at 
his residence on Dickson street had just 
about doubled, thoug the use of gas bad been 
about the same as the month before, or 
certainly not enough more tomake any ap- 
preciabie difference. 

Mr. E. D. Flora of 606 Olive street, 
asked about his gas bill, said: 
gas bill for November was $2.40 
larger than it has been in twenty 
months, althouch it may bave deen caused 
from the fact that my cigar sian, for the light- 
ing of which I use gas, has been fed by a large 
pipe since November 1. The company offered 
to inspect my meter, but I told them there 
was no necessity for that and we would waita 
month and then see how it turned out. 

„For the month of November, 1888, my gas 
bill was $9.15; for November, 1887, $9.90, aud 
for November of this year it was $12.45. In 
October wy bill was $9.89. In June my Dill 
was $6.15; July, $5.40; August, $5.85; Septem- 
ber, $7.05. I have no complaint against the 
gas company, as I think the increase may 
have been caused by the month being a dark 
one.’’ 

Mr. C. P. Stanley of 614 Olive street said his 
bill for last month was $17.40. 

**That’s more than I paid when gas was $2.50 
a thousand, and the biggest bill for gas I ever 
had in the store. For the month of Oetober I 
paid $15.60 for gas, and for Noyember, 1888, I 
paid $3.70. I cannot account in any way for 
the increase in my bill for November. 

L. M. Chipley said: 

‘*My gas bill for the month of November was 
the biggest I have had since I have lived in the 
house where I now reside. I don’t remember 
exactly the amount, but 
nearly double that of the 
of October. I cannot assign 
reason for this. They just slapped the bill on 
me. Ihave heard a number speaking about 
the large increase in their gas bills for the 
month of November, and in fact everybody is 
kicking about it.’’ 

Frank M. Estes was reluctant to say any- 
thing about his gas bill, because he said he 
had been fighting the gas company for years. 

„„My bill is so smalithatit is hardly worth 
while to say anything about it. My Dili for 
last month was $38.15, and for the month 
of October it was only $1.70. Iam sure that 
I did not burn so much more gas in November 
than in October, but as my bill is a small one 
I did not think much about it.“ 

Mr. George W. Davis, Secretary of the St. 
Louis Building Association, said he did not 
pay any gas bills, as he boarded. : 

I board at Mrs. Palmer’s, at 2606 Locust 
street. I have heard Mrs. Palmer saying that 
she was afraid she must stop keeping board- 
ers or do something to keep her gas bill down. 
She said her bill was usually about $7a month, 
but for November it was $12. I have also 
heard a number of people talking about how 
much larger their bilis‘were forthe month of 
November than before. 

A well-known Olive street firm of cigar im- 
porters, who requested that the name of the 
firm be not published, said their gas bill for 
November was something unusually large and 
they were unable to account for it. 

% For November, said one of the members 
ofthe firm, ‘‘our bill was $21.45. For October 
it was $14.70. For November, 1888, our gas bill 
was $14.10 and for October, 1888, it was $12.75. 
Weare unable to account in any way for the 
big Increase in the amount of the biil.’’ 

CANDLES USED AT THE COURT-HOUSE. 

For more than a month there has been a 
constant complaint at the Court-house about 
the gas which at times furnished such poor 
light that asupply of chandles was bought by 
Mr. Zepp. It has been a common sight in 
the court-room of late, while the 
courts were in session, to eee three 
lighted candles stuck on the desks of the 
clerks andthe gas burning full pressure in 
the chandeliers. In every office in the buiild- 
ing complaints have been made for more than 
a month, and in some offices the gas has not 
been burned at all, lamps belag brought into 
use. This state of affairs has existed every 
winter and last winter Mr. rr tound 
it necessary to tap the main pipe at the gee 
meter in the basement and supply the fire 
alarm de ment with light dependent 
trom the rest of the buliding.

orinthe kitchen. We burned as little gas in 
other parts of the house as we could merely 
as a test, and I thought our bill would be 
about $1.50, and certainly not more than $2. 
Imagine our surprise on being presented with 
a billthis month for $5.10. I don’t believe 
they inspect the meter at all, but figure it out 
in the ofiice that an eight-room house must 
bringin so much in July and so much in 
December. We are burning all the gas we

Clareace L. Hoblitzelle, Deputy Oircuit 
Clerk, 35 Benton place: How is that for a 
gas billforasmall house? This month it is 
$9. 75—over 50 per cent more than ever before. 
lam not going to pay it, but like a great many 
others, will protest it.’’ 

R. Fisher, Secretary Chouteau Avenue Ciub: 
The gas company presented me with a bill 
for the ciub last month for $28, which was 
simply outrageous. I went to the office, filed 
my protest, and afew days later received a 
bill for $17, a little over half of the orivinal 
charge. This month they present me with a 
bill for $20, which may be right, as it should 
be a little more in winter.“ 

THE WESTERN UNION 
Telegraph Co., which isalarge consumer of 
gas, received a bill which was anything but 
satisfactory, and it proposes to investigate it, 
as it requires some satisfaction as well as the 
gas to give value received onthe receipt for 
payment. 

1 can’t understand it.“ said Mr. Bohle, 
local Manager of the company, when seen 
this morning. ‘‘Iam looking into the matter 
now, and do not care to say anything about it 
untill find out whatitis. It is so great that 1 
cannot beginto give any reason for it now. 
We are very careful about burning gas when 
it is not needed, and the employes 
are all instructed to turn down 
their gas when it is notin use. Of course we 
havo had some dark days, but that can be 
givenin explanation as much as desired, and 
it will not begin toexplain the size of our 
bill. We always have to burn more or less 
gas, and the dark day theory will not begin to 
account for the amount of gas used. 

Mr. Bohle was asked to give the bills of the 
company showing the increase, but*declined 
to do so until he had had an opportunity to 
investigate the matter. 

MR. WM. E. SCHWEPPE, 

living on West Pine street, nas a bill which is 
a gem. As he says, he has not become ac- 
quainted with the meter yet, but is endeavor- 
ing todoso. His house is a new one, and he 
has only occupied it long enough to get two 
gas bills. The second one was on his desk at 
his business office this morning when a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter called to see him.

To the Sound of Funeral Dirge, Tolling Bells 
‘and Minute Guns an Almost Endless Pre- 
cession Follows the Bier—The City 
Thronged With Pevople—Governors of 
States and Other Distinguished Men 
Present—The Most Imposing Demonstra- 
tion Ever Seen in the South—Lafayette 
Square Filled With a Dense Multitude 
During the Services—The Obsequies Con- 
ducted by Bishop Galleher, Assisted by 
Twenty Surpliced Glergymen—The Pre- 
late’s Touching and Impressive Address 
Memorial Services Held in Many Cities of 
the South. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Dec. 11.—The day, not- 
withstanding the threatening and oppressive 
character of the weather during the past sev- 
eral days, could not have been more pro- 
pitious or beautiful. The portentous, preg- 

“nant-looking clounds of the night previous 
and the great banks of heavy fog that pre- 
vailed during the early part of this morning 
had wholly disappeared by 7 o'clock as 
the sun burst forth and a beautiful southern 
summer day dawned for the obsequies of the 
Southern chieftain. The city is crowded with 
thousands of people, representing the promi- 
mence, the wealth and the chivalry of the 
Southern States. Six or seven Governors are 
here attended by their staffs and bringing with 
them great delegations of people. The mil- 
itary parade will be a marked one. A 
dozen companies from Georgia, Texas, Mis- 


Jefferson Davis. 
siasippi and Alabama are here andthe Louis- 
lana State National Guard and Volunteer Mi- 
litia of New Orleans will participate. The 
crush on the streets promises to equal apny- 
thing that has ever been witnessed here on 
the occasion of carnival festivities. Across in 
Lafayette Square, just opposite the City Hall, 
a dense multitude has gathered, and Canal 
street, Camp and St. Charles are crowded with 
people from all over the country. 

TRIBUTES TO THE DEAD. 

The floral decorations were added to this 
morning. They came from every State and 
city in the South, and are superb in their de- 
sign and finish. The town is draped from one 
end to the other with most elaborate showings 
of black. Business fronts and residences that 
were barren of mourning emblems yesterday 
are covered this wmworning, and every bit of 
bunting there is in the city flies on a staff at 
half-mast. 

Atan early hour this morning the streets 
were thronged with soldiers and firemen in 
uniform, members of various civic organiza- 
tions and representatives of every profession, 
avocation and association, all en 
route to their respective meeting 
stations, from whence, a few hours 
later, they are to concentrate in Lafayette 
Square. As soon as the doors of the City Hall 
were opened A stream of visitors began to 
pour through the death chamber to take a 
tarewell view of the remainsof the famous 
Confederate leader. The crowd of visitors was 
even vreater than that of yesterday, there 
being hundreds of 3 trom abroad whose 
visit to this city had been delayed until to- 
day. . 

It was not until 11:30 0’clock that the lid of 
the casket closed down forever upon the 
features of the dead, The remains were then 
conveyed to the front portico of the City Hall 
building, where the simple but impressive 
rites of the Episcopal Church were performed. 
Lafayette Square, in front of the City Hall, 
and adjacent streets were densely packed 
with people, and the balconies and every 
available space from which the pageant can 
be viewed is crowded tothe extreme. 

AN ELABORATE CEREMONY. 

By universal request Mr. Davis was given a 
funeral in full accord with his superior rank 
asa — officer, in addition to which the 
numerous oivie and other organizations in the 
cortege in all respects was most impos-

There 

are participating in the obsequies of the 

Father of the Confederacy to-day, besides the

According to programme, 
the square proper was to be reserved exciu- 
sively for the military. In the enforcement of 
this injunction, however, the large but 
by no means adequate police force 
on duty experienced innumerable 
obstacles, and it was with thre 
greatest difficulty that the swaying multitude 
was kept beyond the prescribed environ- 
ments.

THE CAISSON. 

At the conclusion of the religious services 
the casket. was borne by a detachment of 
soldiers to the handsomely decorated caisson 
which had been prepared especially for ite 
reception and in which it was to be conveyed 
to the cemetery. From the caisson 
arises a catafalque consisting of a 
unique and beautifully designed canopy, 
measuring from base to domes feet in length 
and 4in width, and supported by six bronze 
cannon, crape in between, with muskets. The 
dome of the canopy is ornamented in bronze, 
with furled United States flags, crape upon 
either side. The sides of 
catafalque are superbly draped in 
cloth, with bullion fringe 
gimp. The casket rests on a slight elevation, 
and the caisson is drawn by six black horses, 
two abreast, caparisoned in artillery harness 
and plumes, and each animal is led by a 
soldier in uniform. 

HE PROCESSION TO THE GRAVE. 

The procession, after leaving the city hall, 
proceeded up St. Charles to Calliope, and from 
Calliope moved into Camp, thence to Char- 
tres, to St. Louis, to Royal, and is now on 
Canal ina direct route to the cemetery. It 
was an hour and ten minutes ~pass- 
ing a given point. As the grand 
funeral cortege traversed the streets, 
from the turrets of every churcha knell was 
tolied, the clank of sabres and the tramp of 
iron-shod feet echoed along the lines, while 
soul-subduing dirges blended with the solemn 
booming of the minute guns, Parts of the 
city not directly located on the line of 
march or in any wise remote trom the scene 
ofthe pageant are to-day literally depopu- 
lated, their inhabitants having gathered in 
countless numbers on the bDanquettes and in 
other available places from which an easy 
view of the marching columns can be had.

TOCSIN FOR THE EIGHT-HOUR CRUSADE

A Great Gathering of Trades Unions in Bos - 
ton Next Month—The Fight for the Eight- 
Hour Workday to Culminate in May—It 
Will Be a Great National Strife. 


[Copyright.1 
N the 10th of December 
next Boston will be the 
scené of one of the larg- 
est and most important 
gatherings of labor ever 
held in this country. On 
that day the national con- 
vention of the American 
Federation of Labor as- 
sembies in the Common 
Comnc!! Chamber, which 
hag been placed at its 
disposal by the Boston city authorities pursu- 
ant to the call issued several weeks ago by 
President Samuel Gompers. The outcome of 
the convention will be a crusgde in which a 
a million men and women will actively par- 
ticipate, the object being the enforcement of 
the elght- hour system all over the Union. 

For eight years the Federation has been pre- 
paring for this fight, and it will enter the field 
with the full appreciation of the magnitude of 
the task before it. The first step for an eight- 
hour wordday was taken by the 1 
its fourth annual convention held in Chieago, 
October 7, 1884. Atthe convention held the 
following year, the propaganda was formally 
promulgated. For a time, the progress of the 
movement was checked by the Anarchist 
bomb thrown at the meeting inthe Haymar- 
ket Square, in Chicago, om May . 
1886, although even in that year 
a number of unions succeeded in enforcing 
the demand. The two following conventions 
took no action inthe matter; but at that heid 
in St. Louls a year ago, the Federation com- 
mitted itself to a general agitation for the en- 
forcement of the eight-hour workday, fixing 
May 1, 1890, as the date when it should go into 


effect among the trades union everywhere in 
the United States. The principal duty of the 
coming convention will, therefore, be to 
transform this agitation into an organized 
mo vement and to arrange for the general 
RISING IN MAY NEXT. 3 
During the recent convention of the Knights 
of Labor at Atlanta, a communication was re- 
ceived from President Gompers of the Federa- 
tion, inviting the Knights to 8 in the 
eight-hour campaign. It was fully expected 


in this crusade, which affected all classes of 
labor, irrespective of organization lines; but 
the Atlanta convention, after discussing the 
proposition for united action, decided 
to stand aloot and declared it 
to be the sense of the con- 
vention that the eight-hour battle 
could be best fought out by the local assem- 
blies individually. This action is held by the 
Federalists as a virtual surrender as far as the 
Knights are concerned, of the whole field, for 
the possession of which the workingmen have 
deen fighting and their friends in Congress 
legislating forthe past ten years. The main 
cause forthe refusal, however, is said to be 
found in the jealousy that exists between the 
two organizations, the result of the decline of 
the Knights and their gradual absorption by 
the Federation. 

„The reports which are now nearly com- 
plete and which are to be presented to the 
convention,’’ said President Gompers re- 
cently, ‘‘willrecite the facts regarding our 
overtures for the co-vperation of the Knights 
in the eight-hour struggie, and their reply. 
There are other reports, of course, but con- 
cerning these I do not @are to say any- 
thing in advance of the assembling of 
the convention, further than that they 
will show the growth of the Federation 
during the past year. ‘This will be our eighth 
annual national convention, and will be very 
largely attended, as we have nearly 600,000 
members. The Federation has had its share 
of trials and triumphs, too, and now it has a 
great duty before it, the practical direction of 
which is the province of the 

BOSTON CONVENTION.’’ 

‘* What is the basis of representation in the 
convention?’’ was asked. 

‘*From national or international unions for 
leas than four thousand members, one dele- 
gate; four thousand or more, two delegates; 
eight thousand or more, three delegates; six- 
teen thousand or more, four delegates; thirty- 
two thousand or more five delegates, and so 
on, in that @rogressiye ratio. From each 
local or district trades organization or feder- 
ated body, not connected with or haying a 
national or international head, affiliated with 
this Federation, one delegate is to be chosen. 
We have advised unionists all over the 
country to see that the full number of dele- 
gates is chosen, and that they are provided 
with the necessary credentiais. 

**I consider the unions able to cope with any 
emergency that may arise,’’ President 
Gompers added. We don't approve of syim- 
pathetic or unnecessary strikes, for these in.a 
majority of cases are disastrous and end in 
the men returning to work on the employers’ 
terms,’’ 

The convention will accordingly order the 
eight-hour fight to begin all along the line, re- 
gardiess of the wet blanket cast on 
the movement by the Knights. The 
Federation leaders feel that their 
organization is sufficiently strong to make the 
fight on national grounds, even without allies, 
although they rely confidently on receiving 
the individual support of thousands of 
Kaights, even though the K. of L. remain 
silent while the War is waging. They point to 
the official rolls of 

THE FEDERATION, 
which have just been completed, as evidence 
of their ability to conduct the battle 
alone.

In his letter to State Senator McGraTH, 
published in yesterday’s Posr-Disraren, 
Senator VEsT called attention to two im- 
portant points which it would be well for 
the Democracy of Missouri to heed.

THE SPRINKLING ORDINANCE. 

The last day on which the advertise- 
ment for bids on next year’s sprinkling 
contracts can be published according to 
law is the 28th of this month. Before that 
time the ordinance must pass through all 
of its proper successive stages in the 
Council and House; it must be approved 
by the Mayor, and the Street Commis- 
sioner must prepare the specifications 
for the work, which must be approved by 
the Board of Public Improvements and 
the Mayor. 

There is scarcely sufficient time remain- 
ing for the bill to pass through its formal 
stages in the most hasty manner in the 
Municipal Assembly, and the least delay 
will make more than one special session 
necessary. A large amount of new terri- 
tory to be sprinkled should be provided 
for, the clerical work is great and this im- 
portant measure must suffer by hasty 
treatment. The Street Commissioner will 
be rushed in making out specifications for 
contracts. Altogether the delay in the bill 
is exceedingly unfortunate and is dis- 
creditable to the Municipal Assembly. 

There is no excuse for the present situ- 
ation, because it is a repetition of a simi- 
lar situation last year. The ordinance 
was neglected then until the last moment 
and had to be hurried through. Of 
course, a sprinkling ordinance will be 
passed in some form. The benefits of 
municipal street sprinkling are too great 
for the Municipal Assembly to assume 
the blame of losing them. But the ordi- 
nance should be passedin the best form 
and hereafter the sprinkling bill should 
be placed in a position on the fall calen- 
dar early enough to secure for it careful 
consideration and thorough preparation.

Tux deal for the purchase of the St. 
Louis elevators by an English syndicate is 
said to have failed, because of the heavy 
losses of the elevators through grain spec- 
ulation before their consolidation.

It has been 
generally stated that everybody in Chivago 
was sure the World's Fair was going there. 
This probably is true so far as the Uhicago 
man’s talk and bluster go. But when he is 
out after a prize of $50 or more his enthusi- 
asm is controlled by bis judgment, 
and he leaves his city out of the race for a 
very evident reason. The addresses of these 
Chicago guessers cannot be printed here. In 
fact, one of them requests. that his name be 
kept a secret, as he says the publication 
would cause bim to be hounded by the Chi- 
cago press and his associates would probably 
run him out of town. 

GUESSES BY HUNDREDS. 

The morning malls brought in large addi- 
tions to the guesses previously received.

THERE IS SOMETHING SURPRISING 
aboutthis announcement just at this time. It 
is of Course known that Mr. Sutter and his 
associates have had a great dealt of trouble, 
and have been delayed more or less by their 
financial arrangements, but itis less than a 
month ago since it was stated on authority 
that the work could not be progressing more 
smoothly than i¢ was then, and that the plant 
would be completed and in operation, so that 
it might befully tested ten days or two weeks 
befors the time for beginning the services 
under the city contract. There was no 
doubt whatever but that the company would 
be able to do this; The statement was 
made as an absolute certainty, so near an ac- 
complished fact that it might almost have 
been said the company was then practically 
ready to turn on the current. It is thus dif- 
cult to see what explanation can. be made of 
what has occurfed in the meantime to make 
it necessary that an extension of ninety days 
should be allowed, in granting which the city 
will have to continue in the use of gas through 
the winter months, the season of all others 
when a bright light is desired. 

A SIMPLE 8 “HEME.

That is éntirely 
out of the question. The power-house- is not 
ready, the poles are not ail up, no wires are 
strung, the dynamos not ready, the boilers 
thousand details yet 
to be attended to. Commissioner Bur- 
net, when asked what he thought 
could be done about the matter said: lam 
sure Idon’t know. You can’t squeeze biood 
from a turnip, and I don’t thing that the com- 
pany could pay the fines if they were im- 
posed. I would hesitate to suggest anything 
without giving the matter a good deal of 
thought. 

President Flad of the Board of Public Im- 
provenfents, sat down on the whole scheme, 
very hard, and s@ys very piainly that no such 
thing should be done, and he questions the 
right of the Assembly to relieve the company 
temporarily from the terms of its contract. 
What fate the measure will meet with in the

DOINGS UNDER THE DOME. 


DAMAGE SUITS TAKING UP THE TIME OF 
THE COURTS. 


* 


A Rampant Car Driver. Brings on a Suit for 
Damages—Judge Withrow’s Ruling on 
Property Owners’ Responsibility for Im- 
perfect Sidewalks—A Divorce Granted— 
Judgments and Notes. 


Ellbu E. Canaday’s $7,000 damsge suit 
against the Northern Central Railroad Co, was 
placed on trial before a jury in Judge Val- 
liant’s court this morning. Cauaday was a 
passenger on a car coming from 
the Fair Grounds October 19, 1888, 
On the way down town Oanaday’s 
companion slammed the car door every time 
a passenger got on or off. Each time the 
driver warned the person slamming the door 
not to do so again ufitil he became so exas- 
perated that he rushed through the car with a 
cyclone movement, and in afew seconds was 
alone inthe car. Canaday claims that he sus- 
tained injuries of e jaw, hips, back and 
legs by being struck, thrown off and run 
over, and wants $7,000 damages. 

PROPERTY OWNERS NOT RESPONSIBLE. 

Judge Withrow made a ruling yesterday 
evening while a case was being tried which is 
of interest. James Colona sued V. Scalzo & 
Co. for damages for a broken ankle caused by 
adepression on the sidewalk in front of 1500 
Chestnut street, into which Colona slipped 
and fell. The court ruled that individuals 
were not primarily responsible for the condi- 
tion of the sidewaik, but that the city was. 
Colona tookanon-suit with leave to set it 
aside and will enter suit against the city. 

A BONE BLACK DAMAGE SUIT. 

The damage suit of Peter B. Mathiason 
against Abraham B. Muyer was begun in 
Judge Withrow’s Court this morning before a 
jury. Both plaintiff and defendant have 
bone black works on Adelaide avenue and a 
year ago Mayer's works caught fire from 
spontaneous combustion and the flames 
spread to Mathiason’s works, destroying 
them also. Mathiason wants $5, 600 d damages, 
saying it is a known fact that bone black in 
process of making will take fire if not watched 
and that the defendants did not watch their 
works carefully. 

A $25,000 DAMAGE SUIT ON TRIAL. 

The $25,000 damage suit of John Larkin 
against the St. Louis Cable & Western Ratiroad 
is being tried before a jury in Judge Fisher’s 
court. 8. P. Bond is representing kin and 
Robert H. Kern is defending the ralliroad. 
Larkin wastbrown off a car at Fourteenth 
and Franklin avenue and sustained injuries 
said to be permanent. 


Found His Home Deserted. 


Henry J. Schoepner was granted a decree of 
divorce this morning by Judge Klein. He said 
he was married to Augusta Schoepner Feb- 
ruary 16, 1885, at Belleville.

This move relieved 
the pressure, and it was belleved that the 
farmers, anticipating an attempt to run a 
corner in this market, had hurried ali their 
crop to the railroads and had little remaining 
in hand. ‘ 
AN IMMENSE CROP. 

The developments of the last few days have 
proved this view to be erroneous. That there 
was for a week. er two an effort on the part of 
the farmers to 2 their grain to market is 
undoubted, and this occasioned a slight fall- 
ing off In the receipts during the first few days 
of the present month. But soon the ship- 
ments set in again as heavy as ever, and 
it was made abundantly evident that the 
greater part of the corn crop remained to be 
moved. While there is not now an absolute 
freight-car famine, the rallroads have scarcely 
enough rolling stock to handle corn, 
and the shipments ae the largest 
ever known. St. Louis is getting the lion’s 
share of this increase and it has been feared 
thatthe unprecedented receipts wonld cause 
a blockade at this pointand that the supply 
would outstrip the demand. 

AMERICAN CORN FOR BUROPE. 

This danger has been obviated by the im- 
mense demands from the East, and especially 
from the other side of the Atlantic. The coro 
does not etop.here, but is sent through with 
as little delay as possible.

The acreage devoted to 
raising this species of fodder for horses and 
cattle has been very much decreased, ft is 
velleved permanently, and this has 
led to a great demand for Ameri- 
can dora. Those who have given 
the matter careful attention believe that 
this demand willincrease year by year and 
that St. Louis will get the benefit of by far the 
greater portion of the resulting traffic,

ARKANSAS IS THE PLACE, AS 18 FULLY 
SHOWN BELOW. 


A Remarkable Bushel of Apples Weighing 
Fifty Pounds, Which Contained but 
Forty-Four Apples—Other Remarkable 
Instances of Fruits Grown in the State— 
Beauties of the Climate. 


Special Correspondence of the PostT-DISPATCH. 
FORT SMITH, Ark., Dec. 9.— 

RKANSAS as an agri- 
cultural State, will 
not be fully appreci- 
ated unless it is re- 
membered that south 
ofthe Boston Mouat- 
ains the season is 
about five weeks 
longerthan north of 
them. This variatjon 
occurs within forty 
miles of the moun- 
tains. The country 
south of the mount- 
ains is capable of 
producing anything 
that can be raised in the Northern temperate 
zone and many of the semi-tropical prod- 
ucts. The writer saw at Fort Smith onthe 
Ast day of November of this year, sweet 
elysium, chrysanpthemums, sweet violets, 
roses and noney-suckles, blooming profusely 
in the open gardens, and quite a 
variety of vegetables still growing. 
At a fair held on the 19th of October there 
were sixty-four varieties of vegetables, 
all in good condition for eating, in our display. 
The impression entertained by sqme that the 
country is suited to corn and cotton oniv is 
entirely erroneous. The cultivation of cotton 
in this pagt of Arkansas was forced upon the 
people as a necessity, owingtothe fact that 
transportation was expensive. The popula- 
tion was sparse, sothat it became necessary 
to get the product ofthe farm into the small- 
est number of pounds which would bring the 
largest price per pound. To do this nothing 
that would bring ready money equaled cot- 
ton. Another thing which tended to force the 
people into raising cotton was that, prior to 
the late war, there was but one north and 
south railroad south of the Ohio River. 
Those living hundreds of miles apart 
raised nothing they could sell to 
each other, for all living in the 
same iatitude had the same products at the 
same time in the year. Until within a few 
yoars past Arkansas has not reaped any ad- 
vantage whatever from its splendid climate, 
the rainfall and variety of soil. Thie is rapid- 
ly changing. The north and south rail- 
roads built and being bulit are developing the 
country rapidly. Vegetables, fruits, grapes, 
berries and melons arenow shipped into the 
more northern sections by train loads, and 
this enterprise is rapidly inoreaging. Last 
spring the writer saw put off at Nichol Juno- 
tion on the ’Frisco Railway four cars of straw- 
berries for Kansas City, raised near Fort 
Smith, and the conductor informed him that 
it was by no means an unusual occurrence. 
Whatever may be said of the wonderful 
advantages Arkansas has in its mineral 
and timber resources, may be saia with 
equal propriety of its agricaltural 
resources. It would be dificult, if not indeed 
im possible, to find any State of the Union in 


which thereis such a union of advantages as 
is possessed by Arkansas. It is surprising to 
those living in the North that such should be 
the case and the State be so behina in 
development. The reason is piain when it is 
remembered that railroads, telegraphs and 
televhones were as —＋ curtosities in many 
arte of the State a few years ago as the won- 
us displays of fruits, timbers and minerals 
now being made are to the people of other 
sections of the country who visit the State.

Until lately nearly all the flour used south of 
the Boston Mountains in Western Arkansas 
wae shipped in from Missouri and Kansas, but 
the building of first-class roller mille is fast 
changing the drift and it will not be at all sur- 
prising to find Arkansas flour being shipped 
into Missouri and Kansas. 

The length of the season in this section 
makes it peculiarly favorable to agricultural 
pursuits. There is rarely ever a month in the 

ear when plowing cannot de done. This 

ength of season makes whatis termed total 

agricuiturai failures virtually an imposslbil- 
ity. The variety which can be cultivated 
profitably is so great that some of 
the important crops would succeed well 
while others might be cut off by drought or wet 
seasons. There are few sections of country 
where so great a variety of mieten and char- 
acter of soil can be founds + are a dozen 
or more of the counties in Western Arkansas 
ineither of which every possible condition 
and quality of land may be found, from the 
low bottoms to the mountain heights. 


FRUITS. 
One of the crowning giories of this part of 


the State is its remarkable apples, peaches, 
pears and quinces. It has so often been con- 
ceded where Arkansas fruits have been dis- 
played in competition, thatthe State has no 
equal, that itis almosta work of superero- 
gation to referto the matter. The Boston 
Herald in 1888, referring to the Arkansas dis- 
play in the American Pomological Society’s 
xposition, said: 

It comprises one of the finest displays of 
fruit ever seen in this section ofthe country. 
It is arevelation to the New England horti- 
culturists. The display comprises sixty-six 
varieties of native seedlings, by far the largest 
number ever shown in the United States. The 
specimens are marvelously large and it seems 
almost in¢redible that such rich results are 
obtained without artificial aid. There are also 
shown seventy varieties of cultivated fruit, 
which forsize and appearance distances any- 
thing ever seen in this or any other Northern 
city. No State inthe Union, it would seem, 
can compare with her in this line.“ 

Of the display made at Riverside, in Cali- 
fornia, a special correspondent of the Cincin- 
nati Commercial said: 

Arkansas was awarded the first premium 
for the finest and largest display of apples 
ever made on the Pacific coast. The State has 
taken the first prémium at St. Louis, Boston 
and New Orleans, and has no more laurels to 
win on American soil, 

oa New York Herald said ofthe display 
ma 6: > 

»The best apples in this country, and there- 
fore in the worid are raised in Arkansas.’’ 

The Riverside Daily Press said of the Arkan- 
sas exhibit at Riversidé, Cal.: 

The whole collection is a surprise, not only 
to our California people, but many prominent 
fruit men from the+ Northwest who have 
not heretofore regarded Arkansas as a fruit 
growing State. ‘‘Many of the varieties far 
surpass in size and beauty of appearance the 
same varieties grown tn the Northern States.“ 
These, 1 other extracts of similar 
nature, were kindly furnished to the writer by 

H. Adair, Red., the Secretary of the Fort 
Smith Chaniberof Commerce. Enough, how- 
ever, have been given to warrant the asser- 
tion that Arkansas isthe true apple State of 
the Union. It is claimed that far greater re- 
sults could be ubtained were the same care 
bestowed upon the orchards as in other States. 
The varieties are almost countless. The glory 
of the Arkansas orchard, however, is the 
„Shannon. A bushel exhibited at the Octo- 
ber Fair here, weighing fifty pounds, con- 
tained but forty-four apples. There are larger 
apples in Arkansas than even the Shannon, 
but none there or elsewhere can compare with 
it in beauty, perfume and flavor. 


P BACHES. 

Ithas been a conceded factthat the peach 
belt for many years past has gradually been 
going south. The peach sections in Maryland, 
Delaware and New Jersey are declining every 
year, while in Arkansas the peach crop Is im- 
proving constantly. 
trous to the peach crop in the North and 
East, isnot known. Much more attention is 
— 1 to this luscious fruit, and carloads 
are daily shipped atthe proper season from 
many parte of the State. It is claimed that 
there bas never been anything like a bad fail- 
ure of the crop in the State. 

In addition to the magnificent apples and 
peaches, quinces and pears stand fully as high 
as to size and guality. The varieties of these, 
however, that are profitable is not so great as 
of apples and peaches, but those which do 
well at all do marvelousiy well. 


GRAPES. 

One n only to look around him in the 
woods of Western Arkansas to know that it is 
the home ofthe grape. Some of the wild 
varieties are ual in size to several of the 
fine varieties cultivated gra „ and it is 
not an unusual thing to find wild grapevines 
measuring from ten to twelve inches in diam- 
eter. There is on exhipition at the Chamber

Louis has 
very greatly improved 
aud that the prospects 
are brighter than they 
have been at any pre- 
vious period. St. 
Louis, it is stated, was heavily handicapped. 
at the time that Congress assembled by the 
‘fact that but three or four representatives of 
the World’s Fair Committee were present to 
urge the claims of this ocity, and 
these had to meet the competition of from 
fifty to sixty Chicagoans, the latter city hav- 
ing a large delegation at each of the hotels, in 
addition to a numerous skirmisbing force. 
. AN ATTEMPTED SURPRISE. 

The consequence was that a number of Con- 
gressmen who had come to the city without 
any choice were inclined to favor Chicago. 
Now, however, it is believed that all this has 
been changed, and that St. Louis has nearly if 
not quite as many votes assured on the Grst 
Dallot as the city bythe sewer. The addi- 


tional force added to the St. Louis delegation 


since Frank Gaiennie took charge of the Wash- 
ington end of,the campuign has done very ef- 
fective work, and the gains made will be 
shown plainly when the vote is taken. In fact 
they have been shown already. The Chicago 
emissaries saw that the sooner the vote was 
taken the better it would be for them and 
strained every nerve to induce Congress to 
push the question to a decision before the ad- 
journment for the holidays, or at least to 
appoint a committee that would make a 
report before that time. The object “ was 
to allow Chicago to bring all her 


forces to bear before any of her rivals had 
prepared for the contest. It ig the supposi- 
tion of many that this plan would have suv- 
ceeded had it not been for the opposition of 
the St. Louiscontingent, which“ was the first 
to perceive te animus of Chicago in hastening 
the appointment of a committee, whose red- 
Ommendation, if not absolutely decisive, 
would certainly be of immense advantage to 
the city in whose favor it was made. 
NO SNAP JUDGMENT. 

The manager of the St. Louis campaign con- 
ferred with those favoring New York and 
Washington, and without entering into any 
entangling alliances so arranged matters that 
sufficient strength was mustered in Con- 
gress to prevent any action being 
taken until all competitors had deen 
afforded an opportunity of present 
ing their claims. The Chicago contingent 
soon saw that their efforts to steal a march 
on St. Louis would pr ve abortive, and in 
conseguence fully two-thirds of the delega- 
tion has left Washington, the departures 
including many of the most influential and 
active men. The members of Congress have 
recognized the efforts of Chicago to obtain 
snap judgment, and many who were non- 
committal have announced their intention of 
not casting their votes for Chicago. The St. 
Louis contingent is now busily at work 
among the unpledgea members of the 
House of Representatives, more than half of 
that body, and bave secured a number of 
pledges among them. In addition to this, and 
fully as important, isthe work done among 
those whose firstchoice is some city other 
than St. Louis. Recognizing the fact that a 
selection on the first baliot, or until some 
break in the forces asthey are at presunt 
cliqued occurs is almost an impossibility, the 
St. Louis committee has gone to work to se- 
cure the support of different Congressmen in 
use the city which they favor drops out. 
The success in this direction has been most en- 
couraging, as a Careful canvass has shown 
that, while as first choice other cities have 
strocger support than St. Louis, none have 
anything approaching a majority, and none 
can compete with this city’s support as sec- 
ond choice. On the whole since the new 
management has been inaugurated the hopes 
of the friends of this city in Washington have 
been very much raised.

VIEWS OF THE FINANCIAL SITUATION, 


The Existing Influences Thought to Be of 
the Most Favorable Character. 


Henry Clews this week says: ‘From the gen- 
eral aspect and symptoms of the market we 
should judge that while there is no disposi 
tion to start at present any active movements, 
yet there is a steady laying in of stocks in 


reparation for a future campaign. This, 
owever, does not so much depend on the 
rospects of the new year demand for the re- 
nvestment of earnings of capital—which has 
in late years been so much over-estimated as 
an influence that it bas now almost ceased to 
be considered—as it does upon considerations 
ofa more solid and substantial nature. As 
ugual at the close of the year the course of 
business is likely to be that of duliness and 
neglect, perhaps favoring the ‘‘bears’’ 
quite as much as the ‘‘bulis,’’ in spite 
of the encouraging general conditions. 
The uniform tenor of information from Lon- 
don is to the effect that the feeling there in 
respect to Americas investments shows a 
marked improvement; and these reports 
have been confirmed during the week by lib- 
ral purchases on London account. The 
ndon money market is easy though sensi- 
tive. Here the rate tor sterling exchange has 
fallen to a point which is close upon ad- 
mitting of imports of gold, whilsta year ago 
gold was going the other way. Should an im- 
port of specie occur, however, it is probable 
that the gold would come from Paris rather 
than ndon. 

The earnings of the raliroads still show 
large increases, The gross earnings of sixty- 
seven roads for the month of November show 
an increase of 12.10 per cent over the same 


month of iast year. Reports from ali the 
leading branches of industry show not only 
an unveually active state of trade, but also a 
healthy and satisfactory state of prices. The 
local money market shows a steady gain in 
the direction of ease. The withdrawal of 
money by the Treasury from the depository 
banke has ceased to unsettle Wall street, for 
the reason that itis found that the deposit- 
Ories are allowing the Treas to take the 
bonds deposited against the Treasury funas 
beld by them, which not only enables the 
banks to retain the money, but also 
to them the milums re- 
on the sale of the bonds. 
The opening of Congress bas not had any 
special effect in finandial circles. The chief 
interestin the department reports centered 
in the views of the Secretary of the Treasury 
on the silver question. The Secre *s po- 
sition on this point was general! ved fa- 
vorably ; bis alternative suggestion of author- 
izing the issue of certificates against deposits 
of silver bullion is N as impracticable 
and not likely to receive the support of Con- 
gress; on the whole, therefore, Mr. Windom’s 
sition is regarded as amonnting practically 
to keeping the matter where it now ds; 
which, in view of the apprehension of an in- 
crease of coinage, is regarded as a welcome 
alternative.

A Novel Sight Presented Along the Line of 
a Railway.

ATCHISON, Kan., Dec. 11.—The Orete branch 
ofthe Missouri Paeific in Nebraska, a line ex- 
tending from Weeping Water to Crete, a dis- 
tance of fifty-four miles, presents a novel 
sight.

Terrified and 
panic-stricken, the hundreds of people in the 
audience rushed over seats, struggling 
bodies and everything toward the one 
means of exit. This, alas, was only 
a single narrow stairway, and over one an- 
other, headlong and otherwise, the fright- 
endd people tumbled, regardless of the con- 
sequences. It was found necessary to turn a 
stream of water in the crowd from a fire engine 
standing near before the dead and wounded 
could be taken out. 

The scene was awful. Men fought like wild 
beasts. Women and children, trampled upon 
in the mad rush for the street, moaned pite- 
ously. The manager and afew among the 
audience who retained their presence of 
mind, endeavored to quiet the crowd, but the 
effort was wasted. 

It was over two hours after the jam before 
the hall was cleared, and some injured and 
dead were lying in the building an hour after 
the crash. 

Several jumped from the windows, and in 
this way the list of injured was materially 
swelled. 

THE DEAD AND WOUNDED. 

The reports sent out were not much exagger- 
ated. The roll of wounded is not as long as 
was at first supposed, but the dead list this 
this morning s positively known to number
